Kitchener’s trallic Inspector, Daryl Gardner, offered lit- 
tle hope to frustrated drivers. "There's definitely been 
an increase in road construction (as compared to 
previous summers). The construction is high priority, 
we're pulling in water mains lor the pipeline leading 
from the Grand River," he said. 

Gardner added that the 48-inch pipeline is heavy 
and takes time to install. 

The road construction effects almost every area of 
the Kitchener- Waterloo region. However, the follow- 
ing roads are directly hit; Bleams Road, from Homer 
Watson to Strasburg. Lancaster, from Frederick Street 
to Krug.

Duke 
Street, from Wellington to a loneway (unnamed) West 
of Breilhaupt Street. Bleams Road, Irom Westmount
